There are two men in this city vfho 


are thoroughly convinced that much 
good may come out of the pen-jal of 
flashy novels. They have been spjourn- 
ing in state prison for the last live years 
—one in Sing Hing and the other in Au- 
burn. A day or two before Thanksgiv- 
ing they returned to their respective 
homes free men. The governor had be- 
come satisfied that they were innocent 
men, 
wrongfully convicted, and had 


pardoned them. 


The reading of a flashy novel by one 


of the convicts while lounging in the 
corridors of the pnson led to an investi- 
gation which convinced a great many 
iutlnential persons in this city that two 
men had been railroaded to prison—one 
for fifteen years and the other for eight- 
een years—simply because ot lack of 
proper legal defense. The reader of the 
novel wus so impressed by the exu- 
berant sentiment that trickled through 
the narrative that he made up hia mind 
that tbe authoress, for it was a woman's 
story, must be very soft hearted. 


He therefore lost no time in sending 


ber a written statement of his case, with 
tin appeal to aid him in securing his lib- 
erty. 
The story touched the heart of 


tbe novel writer, and she supplied the 
necessary money to have a complete in- 
vestigation of the case made by an em- 
inent New York lawyer. 
The active in- 


terest of a New York newspaper man 
was also enlisted, and a good deal of 
bard work was done within a few 
months. The producer of lurid novels 
forgot her calling in her enthusiastic 
fight for justice, and it is safe to say 
that the two liberated men will never 
be found in the ranks of those who treat 
her stories with contumely.—New York 
Times.

mesticated by Kindness—His Long Pe- 
riod)) of Sleep uurt Uan He Looked Dur- 
ln& Them—Hltt Atvakening. 
Some years ugo in tbe spring, -while 


traveling on the Belfast Branch railroad, 
just before arriving at Brook Station, J 
cliaiiced to ba looking out of the car 
window ami saw a curious looking ani- 
mal rpn under a pile of brash in u gravel 
pit near tiio track. 1 concluded at ouco 
that it mufet be an albino woodclwck, as 
my hun'baiicl hail told me one had beeu 
Beeu in that vicinity. At tho station 1 
hastily procured a basket, and securing 
the assistance of J\vo boys I proceeded 
without loss of lime to the gravel pit, 
and overlumliDg maio of the brush soon 
found tbe prize. As 1 had conjectured, 
it was an albino \voodclmck about two- 
thirds grown, pure white, with pink 
eyes, and as saucy H little fellow as one 
would care to handle. 
Without-much 


difficulty I dropped lay basket over him, 
and securing him returned to the sta- 
tion, boxed him up and expressed him 
home to my husband, with instructions 
to keep him on u milk diet until my re- 
turn a week later. 


On returning home I found my pet en- 


sconced in a nest of cotton, purring away 
like a contented kitten. Hd seemed quite 
reconciled to the restraints of captivity, 
had already become so tame as to allow 
his beautiful snow white coat to be 
stroked, and seemed especially to enjoy 
gentle stroking about the face, which 1 
think is a'characteristic of most wild 
animals, and one of the ways of estab- 
lishing confidential relations with them.

perature was very even—just above the 
freezing point—and hero he remained 
without being disturbed until the mid- 
dle of March. 


During all this time his body remained 


cold, and to all outward nppearanceslife- 
less. About the time of hi.3 awakening 
in M,u\h, upon visiting him und placing 
my hand on his body, i found it to be 
quite warm, and alter rubbing him for 
a few moments he began to yawn and 
stretch, but did not get upon his feet. 
The next day 1 took him into a warm 
room in order to watch the process of 
awakening, rubbing ' his body and legs 
for an hour or more. He seemed quite 
inditt'eroTit to my solicitude on his be- 
half, but gradually awakened, opened 
his eyes, chattered his teeth, and gave 
that peculiar whicker so characteristic 
of S disturbed v.'oodchuck. 


His efforts to stand upon his feet were 


for some hours ineffectual. 
He seemed 


to have lost the use of tj^tn. 
Toward 


night, however, het-eemedlo regain full 
control of ali his faculties and partook 
of a little milk.

period of bleep. 
lie had become ex- 


cessively fat before going into bin win- 
ter sleep, and I expected that would bo 
absorbed^ during that period. His fur

his friends and manifested IHO . 
fcnro "so much as to make himself very 
disagreeable, lie ate with a voracious 
appetite and began to grow thin. In a 
few days he became a mwe skeleton of 
his former pelf, and for several weeks— 
nntil June 1—did not begin to take on 
flesh. Ho now displayed more activity 
than at any other time during the year. 


The following winter Ida sleep was in- 


terrupted OTILV in two weeks. This was 
done by wrapping him iu warm flannels 
and placing him in a warm room, He 
partook of but littlo food, and during 
the period of r\vo days of broken rest he 
seemed very uneasy. About the last of 
March, when he should have awakened 
to activity, ho was taken sick and died 
in convulsions after a, sickness of two 
days. 1 now have him nicely mounted 
iu my collection, among which are 
several albinos, but none so perfect as 
my beautiful pet.
